Identificacion de ejemplares capturados en 235 locahdades," Rev, Inst. Salubr, Enferm. 
Trop. (Mex) 24:15-30, Instituto de Salubridad y Enfermedades Tropicales (1964), is in 
the Spanish language. An EngUsh language abstract of document NPL12 can be found at 
the end of the document. 

Document NPL17, Hoffman, C.C., "Monografias para la Entomologica Medica 
de Mexico, Los Scorpiones de Mexico," in: Anales del Instituto de Biologica, 
Ochoterena, L, ed., Universidad Nacional Autonoma de Mexico, Mexico, pp. 243-361 
(1932), is in the Spanish language. It appears to discuss the anatomy of the scorpion. 
An unverified English language translation of the first paragraph is as follows: 

With two tarsus thorns, an outside and an interior, in the membrane to articulate 
that it unites tarsus with protarsus. Stemum of triangular form. 3 to 5 lateral eyes 
to each side. The pulmonary leaves of type cross-linking. The folded sting glands. 
Often a tooth exists to subaculear. Operculum genital of the female with the 
separated valves. Great, very rich eggs in vitelina. When leaving the eggs the 
follicle, the embryos are developed in the oviduct. 
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Document NPL20, Maraboto Martinez, J.A., et al., "Panorama Epidemiologico 
de las Intoxicaciones Causadas por Animales Ponzonosos en la Poblacion 
Derechohabiente del IMSS 1990-1998," in S"" Reunion de Expertos en Envenenamiento 
por Animales Ponzonosos, Instituto de Biotecnologia, Universidad Nacional Autonoma 
de Mexico, Alcapulco, Gro., Mexico (1999), is in the Spanish language. An EngUsh 
language translation of document NPL20 is cited as document NPL21 and submitted 
herewith. 

Additionally, Applicants would like to point out that the specification was not 
available for Document FP4, AU2002237586 B2, however a copy of the claims is 
provided. Also, a copy of US patent 6,709,655 that belongs to the same patent family as 
AU2002237586 B2 was previously listed in an Information Disclosure Statement dated
